Illinois  Feeder  Pigs  Purchased  in  1962 


Feeder  pig  purchases  in  1962  as  reported  by  Illinois  livestock  respondents  continued  to  increase  at  a moderate  rate-- 
and  were  approaching  a level  equivalent  to  nearly  20  percent  of  the  1962  annual  pig  crop.  The  1962  annual  pig  crop  amounted 
to  about  12.  7 million  head.  In  recent  years  10  to  15  percent  of  the  feeder  pigs  purchased  by  respondents  have  come  from  outside 
of  the  State. 


Purchases  by  Type  of  Market 

Illinois  livestock  reporters  purchased  44  percent 
of  their  feeder  pigs  direct  from  farmers  in  1962.  Other 
auction  markets  were  the  second  most  important  source 
of  purchases  with  30  percent.  The  balance  was  divided 
among  feeder  pig  sales  with  4 percent,  terminal  markets, 

1 percent  and  other  sellers,  21  percent. 

Fifty-one  percent  of  the  lots  purchased  were  from 
farmers,  32  percent  were  from  other  auctions,  3 percent 
from  feeder  pig  sales,  1 percent  from  terminal  markets, 
and  12  percent  were  from  other  sellers. 

Feeder  Pig  Purchases  by  Weight  Groups 

The  adjacent  chart  shows  that  49  percent  of  the 
feeder  pigs  purchased  by  Illinois  farmers  in  1962  were  in 
the  38-52  pound  weight  group.  This  class  had  44  percent 
in  1960  and  50  percent  in  1961.  About  11  percent  weighed 
less  than  38  pounds  in  1962,  while  40  percent  weighed  more 
than  52  pounds.  Only  about  5 percent  of  the  purchases  were 
in  the  98  pound  and  over  weight  class.

The  largest  number  of  Illinois  feeder  pigs  are  pur- 
chased at  about  eight  and  one-half  week?  of  age.  The 
chart  below  shows  the  weight  of  feeder  pigs  purchased  ranging 
from  7 to  16  weeks.

In  1965,  35  percent  of  the  feeder  pigs  were  pur- 
chased directly  from  farmers  and  with  auctions  accounting 
for  24  percent.  The  balance  was  divided  between  feeder  pig 
sales  with  7 percent;  terminals  with  2 percent  and  other  sell- 
ers with  32  percent. 

Forty-five  percent  of  the  lots  purchased  were  from 
farmers,  30  percent  were  from  other  auctions,  6 percent  were 
from  feeder  pig  sales,  4 percent  from  terminals  and  15  per- 
cent were  from  other  sellers.

The  adjacent  chart  shows  that  57  percent  of  the 
feeder  pigs  purchased  by  Illinois  farmers  in  1965  were  in  the 
38-52  pound  weight  group.  This  class  had  50  percent  in  1964 
and  54  percent  in  1963.  Seven  percent  weighed  less  than  38 
pounds  in  1965  while  36  percent  weighed  more  than  52  pounds. 
Only  5 percent  of  the  1965  purchases  were  in  the  class  above 
98  pounds.

Feeder  pig  purchases  in  1970  were  roughly  equivalent  to  one-seventh  of  the  annual  pig  crop  of  11.9  million  head.  Hogs 
shipped  into  Illinois  in  1970  (mostly  feeder  pigs)  as  recorded  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  numbered  442.000 
head. 


Purchases  by  Type  of  Market 

In  1970  , 27  percent  of  the  feeder  pigs  in  Illinois  were 
purchased  direct  irom  farmers,  while  purchases  from  auctions 
and  feeder  pig  sales  accounted  for  34  percent.  Other  sellers 
account  for  39  percent  of  the  total. 


Feeder  Pig  Purchases  by  Weight  Groups 

About  57  percent  of  the  feeder  pigs  purchased  by  Illinois 
farmers  in  1970  were  in  the  38-52  pound  weight  group.  This 
weight  class  had  62  percent  in  1969  and  64  percent  in  1968. 

Four  percent  weighed  less  than  38  pounds  in  1970  while  39  per- 
cent weighed  over  52  pounds.  Less  than  1 percent  weighed  98 
pounds  or  more. 

Age  of  Purchases  and  Corresponding  Weights 

The  largest  number  of  Illinois  feeder  pigs  were  purchased 
at  about  eight  and  one-half  weeks  of  age.  The  average  of  all 
purchases  was  slightly  over  nine  weeks.

Feeder  pig  purchases  in  1971  were  roughly  equivalent  to  onc-eighth  of  the  annual  pig  crop  of  11.0  million  head.  Hogs 
shipped  into  Illinois  in  1971  (mostly  feeder  pigs)  as  recorded  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  numbered  363,000 
head. 


Purchases  by  Type  of  Market 

In  1971,  40%  of  the  feeder  pigs  in  Illinois  were 
purchased  directly  from  farmers,  while  purchases  from 
other  sellers  accounted  for  60%  of  the  total.  This  com- 
pares to  27%  directly  from  farmers  and  73%  from  other 
sellers  in  1970. 

Feeder  Pig  Purchases  by  Weight  Groups 

About  58%  of  the  feeder  pigs  purchased  by  Illinois 
farmers  in  1971  were  in  the  38-52  pound  weight  group. 
This  weight  group  had  57%  in  1970  and  62%  in  1969. 
Seven  percent  weighed  less  than  38  pounds  compared 
with  4%  and  6%  in  1970  and  1969  respectively.  In  1971, 
3%  were  purchased  at  over  98  pounds  compared  to  less 
than  1%  in  1970  and  4.5%  in  1969. 

Age  of  Purchases  and  Corresponding  Weights 

The  largest  number  of  Illinois  feeder  pigs  were 
purchased  at  about  eight  and  one-half  weeks  of  age.  The 
average  of  all  purchases  was  slightly  under  nine  weeks.

Feeder  pig  purchases  in  1972  were  roughly  equivalent  to  16%  of  the  annual  pig  crop  of  11.5  million  head.  Hogs  mostly 
feeders,  shipped  into  Illinois  from  December  1,  1971  through  November  30,  1972  as  recorded  by  the  Illinois  Dirision  of 
Livestock  Industry,  numbered  162,000  head. 

Feeder  Pig  Purchases  by  Weight  Groups 

Nearly  69%  of  the  1972  purchases  of  feeder  pigs  were  in 
the  38-52  pound  weight  group,  compared  to  58%  in  1971. 

There  was  a sharp  decline  in  the  number  purchased  in  the 
53-67  pound  group,  which  comprised  16%  of  the  1972 
total  compared  to  22%  in  1971.  Six  percent  of  the  pigs 
purchased  in  1972  weighed  less  than  38  pounds  while  1% 
weighed  98  pounds  and  over. 

Age  of  Purchases  and  Corresponding  Weights 

The  largest  number  of  Illinois  feeder  pigs  was  purchased 
at  about  eight  and  one-half  weeks  of  age,  while  the  aver- 
age age  of  all  purchases  was  nine  weeks.
